Joseph 
Perahne, o New York taxi driver, 
testified that Hauptman gave him 
a note, believed to have been a 
Ldemand for ransom, which he de- 
livered to Dr, Condon.

‘tGovernment. In 1930, when it was 
suggested that.a maximum. measure. 
of self-government might  be* con- 
ecded to India in return for a 
rermanent preference for British 
goods he déscribed the suggestion 
as one that would not appeal to 


anyone having the slightest regard’ 


for the welfare of India. 

“If we were to abandon our high 
misslon in India simply for this 
pecuniary gain,” he sald, “we should 
lore, and deserve to lose, not only 
the gain. sought, but the respect 
both of India and of the world at 
large.” , : 

Lord Greenway’s many activities 
included those associated with the 
Chairmanship of the Asthma Re- 
search Council, In whose. work he 
took the keenest interest.

The question ‘of the more ade- 
quate advertising of Hongkong 
as a- tourists’ or travellers’ re- 
sort, which has -periadically 
arisen in recent times, is taken 
a step further today by the

_|some definite action to be taken 


in the matter. It is urged, with 
considerable cogency, that this 
Colony should follow the example 
of other centres by instituting 
a, Tourist Commission or Travel 
Association, whose duty it would 
be to explore all avenues in 


. fendeavours to attract visitors to 


the. Colony. _Obviously_if-Hong- 
kong is to take this matter- up 
at all seriously, there must be 
brought into being some organi- 
sation comparable to those 
which function with such 
success in other parts of the 
world. In particular, -there 


[should be a steady flow. of at-. 


tractively-designed descriptive 
literature. We have to look no 
further than Japan to see what 
can be done in this direction. 


Admittedly, Hongkong cannot 
be compared in size with that 
country, but, none the less, it 
does possess, within smaller 
Limits, practically all the attrac- 
tions which Japan has to offer. 
Its scenic beauties and variety 
of interests arc invariably the 
subject. of admiration on the 
part of visitors to our shores, 
but its claims to recognition are 
left largely to the good opinions

Canada, says the brochure prepared 
for the Minister of Finance, is 
particularly interested {n the inter- 
national value of her currency be- 
cause of her relatively large volume 
of external trade and foreign in- 
debtedness. The Central Bank is 
expected to act as n atendying force, 
as a central institution which can 
co-operate on behalf of the country 
us a whole with other nations for 
any stabilisation of currency. The 
Central Bank is to act as the fiseal 
agent of the Federal Government.

provincia] governments. It can 
develop a short-term’ money market 
in—the-Dominion,—This-would—bo 
to give assistance in developing 
more economical short-term finan- 
cial operations for the governments 
of the country. Mr. Rhodes be- 
lieves there is an obvious need in 
the Dominion for somebody who 
wilk give expert and disinterested 
advice, particularly to provincial 
governments, regarding the domes- 
tic as well os ‘the foretgn market 
for bonds, as well ax offering 
facilities for some possible co- 
ordination of external borrowing 
operations, The Central Bank is 
rexpected to perform a useful ser- 
vice. in this particular.

School : Subjects 


The Editor, 
Hongkong Telegraph 5 
Sir-~-Having the interest and 

welfare’ of all Chinese -and 
foreign students In the Colony and 
in Kowloon at heart, 1 regretfully 
find that some of the subjects 
taught In varlous schoola and col- 
lezen aro practically usclesa to most 
of the atudents after school life, 

When I say that -some of the 
subjecta taught are, to the majority 
of the students, useless, I mean 
physics, chemistry 
ant science, These subjects are 
uscful only to students ‘who can 
afford and who are prepared to sit 
for higher studica. But what per- 
centage of the pupils can afford 
to continue their studies In univer. 
sities? Surely it Is common logic 
to’deduce that “stones are more 
than diamonds” and as such, it fs 
to the benefit of the greater portion 
of studonta that they ahould fnalat 
to be taught subjects which would 
eventually prove.to ‘be their means 
of gaining a livelihood. 

After all, one of the main 
reasons why most pnrents slave and 
tol] to send their children to school 
ix to wea that they are. trained and 
equipped with auMficlent knowledge 
to enable them to fend for them- 
selves when they grow up. I need 
not, Iam sure, have to point out 
to the public that to ‘find employ- 
ment nowndays, or at any othor 
thme, without any knowledge or 
experience. in) any of the useful 
subjects such na typewriting, short. 
hand afid bookkeeping, would be 
practically impossible. 

In my humble opinion, I see no 
earthly reason why the unnecessary 
subjects as mentioned above should 
not be deleted and substituted by 
a short, but thorough commerciat 
training in school. IT am certain 
that if»the studenta are afforded 
such 4 coprse of training, their 
chances of ‘securing employment 
when they. leave ‘school, would, 
undeninbly be greater, for the 
rimple reason that they will be 
equipped and trained to use cer- 
tain knowledge which are essential 
to business and commercial circles, 
viz. typewriting, shorthand | and 
bookkeeping... In British Malaya, 
most of the schools and colleges 
there teach these subjects, and as 
n result the business circles benefit 
largely to a great extent, in that 
they have always a large number 
of young people who are .at Ieast 
commercially trained, to call upon. 

Jt would indeed be, gratifying to 


most parents or guardians to know | 


that the amount of labour and toil 
put in by them day in and day out 
would: culminate in their children 
or wards being able to take care 
of themselves. This is the only 
adequate reward to all their trials 
and tribulations. I hardly dare to 
conjecture what. the sufferings 
some parents have to contend with, 


when-their—children-leave—schoo}- 


and have to stay unemployed, not 
through any fault of theirs, but 
chiefly owing to their lInck of 
training. . 2 

This can only be remedied by 
the deletion of the unnecessary 
subjects, and ,the aooner this is 
done, the better it is, for most 
parents as well as. students. It 
would be just a sheer waste of 
money for studenta to take up com- 
mercial courses When they leave 
school, The time spent here would 
be better occupied in furthering 
thelr prospects, if they had only 
been given some sort of a commer- 
cial course while in school. Time 
{fs invaluable to everyone, tind’ ag 
such, I see-no reason why most of 
these students should be made to 
take up commercial courses. after 


school, which, would mean another 


course of learning which could 
have easily been dispensed with, 
had they been given such training 
while in school. Nos 

‘It seems incredible, but it is 
unfortunately 80, that most parents 
do not realise -what thelr children 
are being taught in school and the 
consequences thereof, ‘I am_ not 
eriticising the educational authori- 
ties for allowing such unnecessary 
subjects, which, In. my humble 
opinion should be deleted, but only 
to.point out to the public just 
what subjects would be useful and 
beneficlal ‘to their children when 
they leave achool. : : 

‘In conclusion, I earnestly hope 
that this my: humble appeal will 
gain the serious consideration of 
both Chinese and foreign members 
of ‘the community of Hongkong, 
who, I trust, will see their way to 
agtee with me that unless the 
unnecessary subjects mentioned 
above nre cancelled, their children's 
charices of bettering their positions 
in Ife nfter school; would indeed 
be very slim. =” .
